Two years ago. Porter fired 
two of his patrolmen The City 
Council reinstated them Porter 
and Mayor Larry 
Anderson 
have been jousting with the 
council ever since over w ho has 
jurisdiction in police depart­ 
ment matters. 
Then the night of July 3. Por­ 
ter locked the gates to the city 
park — with 200 people inside 
playing bingo and setting up 
carnival booths for the Fourth 
of July celebration. 
Porter says he was only en 
forcing a city ordinance; the 
council fired him.

WYa. sAPi 
When Rep Ken Hechler re­ 
turns to Congress tins week, 
he'll have a sore thumb, some

"Look. I had to cut a new 
notch m my belt.” said the 61- 
year-old D em ocrat who has 
served West Virginia’s 4th Con­ 
gressional District for 16 vears. 
Hechler sported a deep tan 
and a bandage on his thumb. 
"I burned it yesterday." he 
said. "I picked up a pot of hot 
corn w hile serving the mealson- 
w heels program here. The lady 
in charge warned me about that 
pot but I guess 1 forgot.” 
Hechler was winding up a 
month of menial labor in the 
eight counties of 
his co n ­ 
stituency. It was a month that 
saw him - am ong other things 
— Iiaul garbage, wait tables, 
bale hay. direct traffic and 
w ork as an orderly in a mental 
hospital. 
"The garbage hauling was 
the m ost d e m an d in g work 
physically." he recalled while 
sipping a cup of coffee in a local 
restaurant. "That and the traf­ 
fic control job at Beck ley. But 
the job I was least prepared for 
cam e when I tried to build a 
porch for an old lady down at 
Princeton." 
His most distasteful task, he 
said, was holding young pigs 
while they were being ca s­ 
trated. • 
"I tried to get out of it but 
they wouldn't let me. They said 
it was part of life on the farm .” 
In all, Hechler labored at 
more than 20 occupations. He 
said he cam e away from the 
experience w ith a muchjiealth- 
ier respect for the people who 


peri or m these tasks tor society. 
"I learned how to do a lot of 
useful things," he added, "and 
discovered the complexities of 
some jobs that on the surface 
appear to be very simple. For 
example, it’s certainly not easy 
to wait tables and keep track of 
ev e n thing as well as get along 
with the cook. And there’s a 
certain way to stack produce in 
a grocery so everything w ill be 
displayed in the most attractive 
and colorful w ay.” 
Hechler began his tasks Aug 
6 as a waiter in a Williamson 
restaurant and wound up just 
before Labor Day cutting the 
lawn at a Huntington settle­ 
ment house. He said he got the 
idea to spend the congressional 
recess in such a manner after 
C ongress voted itself a pay 
raise and a vacation. 
" voted against both issues. 
But 1 still wanted to do som e­ 
thing that would be both benefi­ 
cial and of public service. 
He talked with hundreds of 
people during the month and 
said the most consistent feed­ 
back he got was a deep frustra­ 
tion with the federal tax sys­ 
tem.

He learned to love a life free 
from daily apprehension and 
fear as much as he learned to 
love the Manley Owens family 
and peanut butter and root 
beer. 
On Saturday, the Catholic boy 
became the latest victim of six 
vears ot violence between mil- 


tant Rom an Catholics and P rot­ 
estants when he died in a Bel­ 
fast hospital of injuries suffered 
Thursday in a skirmish be­ 
tween dem onstrators and B rit­ 
ish troops in the Calls Road 
area of Belfast. 
According 
to 
Mrs. 
Sarah 
Hughes, the Belfast housewife 
w hoarranged the boy’s visit, he 
was hit in the head by a rubber 
or plastic bullet tired by British 
‘soldiers trying to quell street 
disturbances in the Falls Road 
a re a 
n ea r Divis 
F lats, 
a 
Catholic housing project. The 
boy lived there. 
"That little follow melted the 


Tiearfs of everyone who got to 
know him,” said Manley Owens ■ 
after being told of the boy s 
death. "He fit Tight in and be­ 
cam e part ot the family." 
Geddis spent live weeks this 
sum m er with the Owens fami­ 
ly. He was one of 33 Northern 
Ireland youngsters who v a c a - , 
tinned in the upper Midwest as 
p art of a program aimed at 
getting the children away from 
the daily 
violence 
in 
their 
homeland. 
He returned to Belfast Aug. 5, 
less than a month before his 
death. He was the first partici-’ 
pant in the two-year-old pro­ 
gram to die. 
"We loved him as one of our 
own,” said Owens, a cattle 
rancher with three married 
children in this community of 


• 199 people located on Punished 
Woman Lake. 
"Since wre heard of the trage- 
' dy, it has hit us with the sam e 
forcé as if it was one of our own 
children.” 
• ’ Owens said he was told of the 
boy’s death Saturday by M rs. 
Roy Lerud of Twin Valley, 
Minn, Mrs. Lerud said sh e 
learned of it from Mrs. Hughes, 
who arranged visits of Irish 
children to homes in North Da-» 
kota.

The Gentlem anly Bandit 


It was cool in the High Sierras 
1n sum m er 100 years ago. John 
Shine permitted his four black 
horses to walk a rise near Cop- 
peropolis, California. In the 
stagecoach below 
his perch. 
Shine had two passengers, a 
strongbox and a large green 
sig n w hich s t a t e d - 
‘‘Wells 
F argo Express 
At the top of the hill an ap 
pantion stepped into the road. 
It wore a flour sack mask with 
two eyelets, a long white linen 
duster, and carried a shotgun. 
John Shine reined the horses. 
" P le a s e 
throw 
the 
box 
dow n,” a deep voice said. John 
lifted the box — two feet by one 
by one — and threw it into the 
road “If h** dares to shoot, give 
him a solid volley, boys,” the 
voice said Shine saw* several 
guns aimed from behind trees. 
The robber broke the box and 
stuffed the linen duster pockets 
with gold coins. A woman pas­ 
senger became hysterical and 
tossed her purse into the road«

The stranger picked it up and 
lianded it back insid** the stage 
" M a d a m ,” he said c o u r ­ 
teously, “ I do not wish your 
monos 
The driver noticed 
that the robbers feet 
were 
wrapped with cloth It was a 
desice to make it difficult — if 
not impossible — to track him. 
Wells Fargo had dealt with 
bandits bet ore This on** was 
different He sounded like a cul­ 
tured gentlem an. A half hour 
after he departed John Shine 
saw that the guns behind the 
treev were nothing more than 
sticks, tied to trees The man 
had done the job alone 
A month later 
the robber 
held up a Wells Fargo stage­ 
coach near Duncan Mills on the 
Kussian R iver This time, he 
left a poem with the driver: 
I vc labored long and hard 


for bread 
For honor and for riches. 
But on my corns too long 
you’ve tred 
You fine haired sons of bit­ 
ches. 
Black Bart, the Po8 .” 
It was a faint clue The news­ 
papers made a folk hero of the 
lone bandit 
noted 
for 
his 
courtesy, for not shooting any­ 
body, and for writing doggerel. 
By 1876, “Black Bart the Po8” 
was famous. Families in the 
West hoped that he would not be 
caught. 
In 2H holdups, he never look 
more gold than he needed His 
total was $18.(KM), barely enough 
to keep a gentleman in fine 
cigars ami a decanter of sherry. 
His dire enemy was Jam es B 
Hume, head of Wells Fargo’s 
security force. Hume was one 
of the first of the scientific de­ 
tectors 
Hume gathered intelligence 
by questioning e v e n 
one of 
Black B art's victims. For a 
while, it looked like a lifetime 
task Stage driver Keason Mc­ 
Connell was at the bottom of 
Copperopolis Hill on a sunny 
day Jim m y Rolleri. a growing 
bov sat on the box beside him. 
He had a gun. he was going 
hunting 
Jimmy dropped off the box 
and said: “ I'll meet you at the 
other side of the hili ” At the 
top, Black Bart waited, gun 
levelled. The driver stopped. 


The gold box was bolted to the 
floor. Black Bart ordered Me 
Connell 
to unhitch 
the

team s and walk them over the 
mountain. 
B art took his time. Jim m y 
Rolleri joined McConnell. The 
driver took the rifle, sneaked up 
the hill, and fired at Black Bart 
as he was walking into th** 
forest.

rifle and fired once. Black Bart 
staggered, dropped something 
and disappeared

were field glasses, a derby, a 
razor, a knotted kerchief full <>f

One corner of th» 
handkerchief had a 
laundr> 
m ark: "F X.0,7

Hume acted like a hound on 
the scent He roamed up and 
dow n the C alifo rn ia 
co ast 
showing the 
laundry 
m ark 
“ Know this m a rk ’’ E v er see 
it?” At last a San Francisco 
laundry proprietor said “ Why 
yes. This belongs to C harles K 
Bolton, a custom er who stays at 
the Webb House Hotel 
Hume found Black B art and 
arrested him, He dressed ele­ 
gantly. carried a black lacquer 
cane 
and wore a neat gray 
m ustache The y ear was !HfM 
Hume asked Black B art, wlnwe 
true 
name w as Charles 
K 
Boles, to pose for a lull length 
photo The bandit obliged 
Boles despised work It was 
sufficient labor, he felt, to w*>rk 
on foot robbing Wells Fargo 
The trial judge reduced all the 
counts of arm ed robbery to one 
Boles pleaded guilty and served 
six years in San Quentin 
T here, the gentlem an learned 
to play cards 
U nfortunately, 
the 
prisoners 
d idn't 
Black 
Bart, middle-aged bandit, left 
prison in his own coach and 
m atched horses ...

LISBON, Portugal <AP) - 
Portugal’s armwi forces lined 
up 
tor 
and 
against 
con­ 
troversial chief of staff Gen. 
Vasco Goncalves on Sunday as 
officers, politicians and com­ 
mentators warned that Gon­ 
calves’ removal from the pre­ 
miership did little to solve the 
nation's five-week-old 
crisis. 
Goncalves. whose pro-Com- 
munist policies brought Portu­ 
gal close to civil war. was 
named chief of staff Friday in 
compensation for handing the 
premiership to Vice Adm. Jose 
Pinheiro de Azevedo, a career 
naval officer with no known po­ 
litical affiliation. 
Prominent military leaders 
in Portugal and its Atlantic 
island poseessions immediately 
rejected Goncalves as the na­ 
tion’s top military commander 
and placed some of their troops 
on alert in an atmosphere of 
widespread confusion. 
Outwardly, most of Portugal 
was calm and Lisbon residents 
by the thousands flocked to the 
nearby Atlantic beaches on a 
cloudless summer Sunday. 
A potentially dangerous area 
of tension developed in down­ 
town Lisbon, however, around 
the headquarters of the office 
workers' trade union on Rua 
Brancamp, where pro-and anti- 
Goncalves troops lined up to 
protect rival union members. 


In union elections Saturday, 
the Communist leadership re­ 
ceived only 30 per cent of the 
vots against 70 per cent for a 
coalition of Socialists and other 
anti-Communist 
leftists. * The 
Communisis. 
apparently 
ar­ 
med. 
barricaded 
themselves 
inside the building and refused 
to allow the newly elected union 


oficiáis to enter. 
An 
anti-Communist 
crowd 
armed with sticks and stones 
began collecting around the 10- 
story building early Sunday. 
National security chief Otelo 
Saraiva de Carvalho, a Gon­ 
calves opponent who is also 
Lisbon area commander, or­ 
dered mlitary police to the 
scene to keep the rival unionists 
apart. 
Soon after they arrived, air 
force police loyal to Goncalves 
also reached the scene, appar­ 
ently to protect the besieged 
Communists and their support­ 
ers in the street. There was a lot 
of shouting and brandishing of 
fists, but no violence was re­ 
ported. 
In the past few days, trade 
union elections among journal­ 
ists. pharmaceutical workers 
and bank clerks have also re 
suited in overwhelming vic­ 
tories for the antiCommunists. 
The Communist party polled 
only 15 per cent of the votes in 
the April elections. 
Socialist 
leader 
Mario 
Soares, whose party led all 
others in the elections, warned 
in a 
radio interview 
that 
Gonsalves’ new post ‘gives the 
Communist 
party 
the 
possibility to control all the 
armed forces.” 
Soares said the Socialists w ill 
demand Goncalves’ 
removal 
from the sensitive post, and will 
refuse to take part in any 
Portuguese government until 
multi-party democratic rule is 
restored. 
Diplomatic sources said Gon­ 
calves’ position as head of the 
armed forces of a NATO mem­ 
ber raises “grave problems” 
for the entire North Atlantic Al­ 
liance.

Air Return 


To Jobs 


CHARLESTON, W.Va (AP) 
— United Mine Workers locals 
in the southern West Virginia 
coalfields held meetings over 
the Labor Day weekend to dis­ 
cuss an end to the three-week- 
old walkout. 
Local union presidents were 
instructed to call the meetings 
and direct miners to return to 
work on the midnight shift 
Tuesday, It remained uncer­ 
tain, however, whether the dis­ 
sidents w ould go along with the 
request. 
UMW 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Harry Patrick met Saturday 
with about 65 local representa­ 
tives in an effort to break the 
wildcat strike which has idled 
almost two-thirds of the union’s 
125,000 soft coal-mining mem­ 
bers. 
Patrick urged miners to re­ 
turn to work Tuesday. At the 
same time, he called on the 
Bituminous Coal Operators As­ 
sociation <BCOA) to meet this 
week with union officials and a 
federal mediator to alleviate 
what he said was a key griev­ 
ance in the strike 
Four rank-and-file miners 
were chosen 
to accompany 
members of the union hier­ 
archy for such a session with 
coal operators. There was no 
response from the BCOA on the 
proposal. 
‘ I’m going to hold my meet­ 
ing today and tell the men to go 
back 
to work,” Local 
8454 
President Sim Howze, one of 
the four rank and-file miners 
chosen, said Sunday. 
“But it seems to me that they 
(the international union and 
BCOA) have put us in the 
middle. They want to see what 
we're going to do before they 
decide w»hat they are going to 
do," he lamented 


Most of those attending Sat­ 
urday’s meeting with Patrick 
were from Logan County, 
where the walkout began Aug. 
II as a reaction to the firing of

Leaders of five major unions 
volleyed criticism at the Ford 
administration Sunday, while

praised 
American workers for having 
pulled the nation through many 
rough periods in the past 
In his Labor Day message 
Fort! praised the “willingness 
to sacrifice and eagerness to 
support responsible economic 
p olicies,” of the American 
workingman. 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams, D- 
N. J., chairman of the Senate 
Labor Committee, called in his 
Labor Day statement, mean­ 
while. for a 
national 
com­ 
mitment to creating iobs 
Ford said labor's record 
“provides inspiration and en­ 
couragement in this difficult 
time. It also gives those of us 
who w ork in government an ex­ 
tra incentive to honor the trust 
our working citizens have 
placed in us by ensuring wise, 
responsive and sensitive plan­ 
ning for the future “ 
Ford's praise of labor was not 
returned in kind by the union 
leaders, however, with one of 
them terming his economic 
policies “Herbert Hoover re­ 
vived." 
Their comments contrasted 
with those of Labor Secretary 
John T. Dunlop who predicted a 
gradual decline in unemploy­ 
ment continuing next year 
Dunlop appeared on ABC’s

BATON ROUGE. La . <AP) — 
When the Supreme Court in 1954 
ruled that “separate but equal" 
education was unequal and 
unlawful, Louisiana Governor 
Robert Kennon said the state 
would get around the ruling. 
Louisiana would find a way to 
“provide segregation in faci' 
in its public schools, Kennon ' 
vowed. 
Twenty-one years later, as 
about 150,000 students return to 
campus for a new school year, 
the state is fighting a U.S. Jus­ 
tice Department suit charging 
that it is operating separate and 
unequal state universities. 
A hearing on the suit, filed 18 
months ago, is scheduled Sept 
5. It is the first such action 
brought against an entire state- 
supported higher education 
system. 
The suit charges that South­ 
ern University’s three campus­ 
es and Grambling University 
are 99per cent black. Louisiana 
State University’s fourcampus 
system and the other state 
schools are listed as ranging 
from 89 to 97 per cent white. 
The legal tug of war worries 
some educators, who fear that 
students will wind up the real 
losers in the case. 
“When the elephants fight, 
the grass gets trampled,” 
warned Dr. Paul Murrill, chan­ 
cellor of.LSU’s main campus at 
Baton Rouge The state says it 
is incompliance with all federal 
regulations. 
Justice 
Department

torneys have visited every 
campus in the state, collecting 
evidence to be used when the 
case comes to trial in U.S.

The amount of material col 
lected so far is voluminous and 
both sides are now haggling 
over what will be admitted as 
evidence and how much more 
material must be furnished to 
federal investigators.

glands. The adrenal glands pro­ 
duce a hormone that enables the 
body'to retain normal amounts of

People with certain types ol 
adrenal insufficiency or those who 
liave Irnd the glands removed lose 
too muc h salt in the urine and 
need extra salt. One clue to 
adrenal insufficiency is an excess 
desire for salt, combined with 
other symptoms.
